General Brooke has given 
instructions to each com m ander ot the troops 
in this vicinity to patrol the country from one 
com m and to the other to see th at no party of 
the Instiles escapes. 


PICKETS ATTACKED. 
“Late last night the cam p was aroused by 
shots from the outlying pickets about two miles 
from the cam p. The picket rode Into the cam p 
and Raid th at a band of Indians had tried to 
surpflse them , shooting at them irom behind a 
pile of rocks. 
They im m ediately returned the 
fire. As the night was dark the num ber of In­ 
dians is not known, but judging from the num ­ 
ber of shots fired they m ust have num bered at 
least tw enty. Two troops of cavalry hurried to 
the scene, but on their arrival they could find 
no Indians.

Departm ent. 
The report th at these agents had been dis­ 
placed is w ithout foundation, except as far as 
it relates to the Pine Ridge Agency. 
Captain Pierce oi tne First Infantry has been 
selected as Agent at the Pine Ridge Agency, 
and will probably be appointed by the Presi­ 
dent to-morrow. 
A message, em bodying the 
laets given above, has ceen sent by General 
Schofield to General Miles. 
Secretary Proctor Is considerably exercised 
over the newspaper reports ot the controversy 
between the War aud Interior Departm euts in 
regard to the m anagem ent of the Indian cam ­ 
paign. 
He said this afternoon that the two de­ 
partm ents were iu perfect harm ony in the m at­ 
ter aud he authorized a most em phatic denial of 
any report indicating the slightest friction be­ 
tween the two departm euts. 


t h e w o u n d e d k n e e b a t t l e . 
The Commissioner of Indian Affairs has re­ 
ceived a long report from the agent at Pine 
Ridge about the Wounded Knee fight, accord- 
ingto which the fight was started by a m edi­ 
cine m an of Big Foot's band. When the soldiers 
were searching the tei>oes tor arm s be suddenly 
began to cry out, “ Kill the soldiers!’’ Their 
bullets won t have any efleet on onr ghost 
sh irts!” at the same tim e throw ing up handfuls 
of dirt into the air. 
After a short perform ance 
he tired hi» gun iu the direction ol ihe m ilitary, 
and this started the fight. 


INDIANS GOING TO TH E AGENCY. 
. 


CHICAGO, January 7th.—Captain L . Huggins, 
at the arm y division headquarters here, received 


extracts will serve to show the severity of the 
censure: 
“In your station, in com m and of a force of 
public vessels of the United States, in territory 
which, if not at th at m om ent at war. had re ­ 
cently been the scene of hostilities, as well as of 
civil disturbances, it was your duty to watch 
w ith most active solicitude ever the iuterests of 
your country, in that quarter. 
“ From the m om ent that the approach of the 
Acapulco, a steam er bearing the Am erican flag, 
was known to you, you should have taken every 
step legally in your power to give countenance 
and support to her captain and protection to 
all persons on board, especially w hen you 
knew their safety was likely to be menaced. 
Instead of this, in vóur apparent endeavor to 
escape responsibility, you rem ained so com­ 
pletely passive that as far as theeventson board 
the Acapulco were concerned, you and your 
vessel m ight as well have been on the other side 
of the ocean. W henever any passenger, w hether 
American or foreign, is received on board an 
American vessel, he comes under the American 
flag and is entitled to the protection and secur­ 
ity of w hich that flag is a guarantee. 
“It was w ithin your legitim ate power as it 
was your im perative duty, to execute by every 
m eans legally at your com m and, the guaran­ 
tee of protection which the UDited States gives 
to all vessels under its flag. Your ships were 
on the spot. You had full know ledge of Gen­ 
eral 
B arrnndia’s 
approach. 
You were In­ 
formed of the intention to seize him as a po­ 
litical ofitnder. He was not a fugitive from the 
territory of Guatem ala, s e e in g to escape ter­ 
ritorial jurisdiction. 
Neither was he a con­ 
spirator, attem pting to return to his country to 
foment revolution. 
He was a passenger on 
board an American ship, w hich he had joined 
in Mexico with destination for Panam a, and he 
had thus, w ithout your intervention and out­ 
side of local jurisdiction, obtained a place 
under the flag and the protection of the United 
States. 
“ In this situation you found him . His safetv 
was threatened. Under these circum stances it 
was your plain duty to proceed at once to m eet 
the steam er before she east anchor in port, to 
w arn the Captain of danger aud offer to his 
passenger, should he desire it. an asylum on 
board your ship. Even after the arrival of the 
Acapulco in port your power of discretionary 
action was by no m eans taken away. There 
were three points in w hich the existing situa­ 
tion imposed upon you, as senior naval officer, 
the present positive duty, nam ely : 
“ First—To m ake a lull investigation of the 
laets, to ascertain the suflicieney of the charge 
and of the authority on w hich the passenger's 
proposed removal was based. 
“Second—To prevent by your presence, with 
such assistance as you m ight find necessary, 
proceedings on board the steam er calculated io 
endanger the safety of those on board. 
‘•Third—If, upon exam ination, it appeared to 
be attem pted without proper w arrant; th at pro­ 
ceedings were m erely iu the uature of a pre­ 
text to secure the person of a political fugitive, 
to oiler him, in accordance w ith the hum ane 
and well-established practice iu the cases of 
refugees whose lives are in danger, the hospi­ 
tality of your own vessel. 
“ In none of these particulars does It appear 
that you tcok any action.’’ 
The Secretary closed the letter in the follow­ 
ing words : “ It is believed that few cases have 
ever occurred in the United States navy where 
a com m anding officer so completely abandoned 
the responsibility of his position as, according 
to your own showing, you did upon this critical 
occasion. A United States officer does not ask 
of foreign Governments permission to offer an 
asylum to any person on board an American 
vessel at sea who stands in need of reluge. An 
officer who so abdicates his authority and that 
of the nation he represents, and surrenders 
it to others, has a lesson to learn before he can 
safely be intrusted w ith the com m and of a ship 
of war.”

At headquarters, however, hopes are enter­ 
tained that the trouble w ill soon end in peace. 
General Miles has not \ et heard from Big Road, 
Jack Re) Cloud, He Dog and I.ittle Hawk, who 
conferred w ith him oil Monday and returned 
to the hostiles. He expects them to-night or 
to-morrow. 
If they do not come then, it is 
probable the General will take the field after 
them with but little delay. 
Late this evening 
the General received word from old Red Cloud 
that he would come in to morrow and bring all 
the Indians he could w ith him. 
The General thinks Two Strikes will accom ­ 
pany Red Cloud ana that they may be followed 
by all the other Indians. 
Advices from W ashington announcing the ap ­ 
proval of General Miles' suggestions of putting 
the agencies, where trouble exists, under m ili­ 
tary control, were received to-night. Miles was 
satisfied that this reform will inure to the ben­ 
efit and happiness of the Infltaus. basing his 
opinion upon the record ol the officers he has 
selected. All of them have, in tim es past, had 
experience in handling Indians and w ith suc­ 
cess. 
Mrs. Sykes, formerly Superintendent of the 
Indian schools In this agency, has received 
the permission of General Miles to take Little 
Wound to Chicago and East. She hopes to have 
this warrior, who is now among the hostiles, 
and was one of those earliest di-affected, tell 
the story of the reported wrongs of his people. 
She returned only a few day ago from W ash­ 
ington and bore a letter from the President to 
General Miles, on tbe strength of which her 
request was granted.

Young Ames was secretary ior Hammond, 
and says he wrote m any letters last year to 
Knglish noblem an, dem anding bush money. 
His sworn statem ent, in part, is as follows: “In 
J une. 1888, the Conw ay boy, nineteen years of 
age, told me of the existence ot the house kept 
by Ham m ond on Cleveland street, London, and 
induced me to go there w ith him . As life was 
an easy one and money was plenty, I rem ained 
there until June, 18»9, at w hich tim e the dis­ 
covery of the uature of the house caused H am ­ 
m ond aud myself to leave Loudon. The house, 
I was told by Ham m ond, had been running be­ 
tween three or four years and during the year 
I was there about tw enty m en visited tbe house 
regularly.

It was in the interest of our 
trade aud of honest money th at the country 
should establish as nearly as possible parity be­ 
tween gold and silver. The population nf the 
country was increasing at tne late of 2% per 
cent., while business was increasing at the rate 
ot 8 per cent. Circulation should have relation 
to both population and business 
There should 
be iDternat.onal bim etallism . Hejdid not hold 
th at the free coinage ot silver was the cura for 
all evils, but he did contend that it was a long, 
wise aud m uch-needed step in the right direc­ 
tion.

UNNATURAL ELEMENTS IN GOVERN­ 
MENT. 
“ 


The fundamentals of the 
American 
Government are unim paired. 
The Con­ 
stitution of the U nited States contains all 
the springs of all liberty and all the guar­ 
antees essential to free and prosperous gov­ 
ernment. 
The difficulties we encounter 
to-day are not fundam ental; they relate to 
the superstructures we rear by legislation 
and custom. 


We repeat, the substructure of the gov­ 
ernm ent of the republic is sound, and" all 
the subserviency, corruption and venality 
attaching to legislation is of unnatural 
growth. 
Su far from l>eing pessimistic, wb 
see every reason for belief that these mis­ 
directions may he changed, corruption put 
under foot, and the jiower of rings and 
combines Hfcoken up. 
For the destiny of 
the nation has not been accomplished, and 
it is not given that the people are to fore- 
ever submit to usurpation of their power. 
Because ot this belief, we have regarded 
the banners Alliance movement as one of 
the results through which usurpation is to 
be broken, and power seized upon by rings 
and bosses wrested from them and restored 
to the people. 


These are not mere generalities; who­ 
ever looks over the record of late tariff leg­ 
islation. for example, will find in it alone 
ample evidence that not the well-being of 
the whole people was consulted, but rather 
the desires and dictations of manufacturing 
rings and capitalized enterprises of selfish 
proportions. 
lo y alty to party” has been 
the whip in the hands of the bosses and the 
ring-masters to drive the people into line 
with their policies that conserve more pri­ 
vate ends than general interests. 
Men do 
not owe loyalty to party when it errs or 
becomes a tool of the corrupt. 
“Loyalty,” 
if properly usable in a republic at all, is 
due to truth and to country; party is but a 
means, to be abandoned or taken up just 
as it carries ill or well. 
It is because the 
people now fully realize this truth that 
the party journal has no influence among 
them and that the independent and free­ 
handed paper is the true exponent of pub­ 
lic opinion. 
The new era of this Government is to 
slough ofi all unnatural elements; the in­ 
terests of the people as a whole are to be 
alone conserved; congested populations are 
not to be encouraged to drain rural vital­ 
ity; rings, trusts and combinations are to 
be moral, if not legal, offenses; the Senate 
is to be restored to something near its 
original character, and premiums are not 
to be hawked about for sittings in it, such, 
for instance, as tempted Mr. Astor, who 
was offered a seat from Florida for the 
bonus of $250,000. 
Every tendency to 
class distinction is to be obliterated; under 
the mere shibboleth of “protection” we are 
not to line the purses of manufacturers’ 
rings at the expense of the consumers; but 
reciprocity that protects home production 
by enlarging the export trade is to be­ 
come the policy of the nation. 
The aris­ 
tocratic drift of the Senate is to cease; 
mere obstruction and hindrance to legisla­ 
tion for party advantage is to be regarded 
as an offense; allegiance to the country is 
to precede loyalty' to party; public servants 
are to hold themselves accountable to the 
people and not to political bosses; the rot- 
ten-l>orough system of government must 
give way to the law of equitable repre­ 
sentation, which is equal representation; 
finally legislation is to have its paternity 
in the needs of the people legally reflected 
and not in the lobby at W ashington or the 
council chambers of trusts and rings and 
political conclaves having party advantage 
alone in view. 
I t may he many years 
before the fruition of these high hopes is 
attained, but it must come to pass, or the 
republic will sink into the mire of class, 
aud fall beneath the rule of the rich that 
are corrupt and the corrupt that are not, 
but would be rich. 


GOVERNOR 
WATERMAN'S 
MESSAGE. 


The message of the retiring Governor, 
P.. W. W aterman, to the Legislature was 
necessarily extended. 
I t involved a re­ 
view of the period of Governor W ater­ 
man’s adm inistration, and consideration of 
very many State affairs, affecting the reve­ 
nue, State institutions, the policy of the 
commonwealth, condition of the State 
funds, etc. 
It was, also, not only proper 
but necessary that the retiring Governor 
should give to the Legislature such ad­ 
vice as his experience in the office he has 
filled suggested to him. 
These reviews 
and suggestions the retiring Governor has 
made very fully and frankly. 
W hile the 
message will not rauk as a great State 
document, since there was no occasion for 
any manifestation ot high statesmanship, it 
will be found to contain suggestions worthy 
of serious and earnest consideration. This 
is not to say that concurrence with them 
all is advisable. 
On the contrary, posi­ 
tions are assumed regarding some matters 
th at we do not deem strongly defensible. 
Nevertheless, the message is a statistical 
review that has value, of which the Legis­ 
lature should avail itself, and it contains 
- 
some suggestions that will have the con­ 
currence of the better thought of the peo­ 
ple. 
I t is to be regretted that its ex­ 
treme length will operate as a bar to its 
general reading. 
But the retiring Gov­ 
ernor appears to have deemed it necessary 
to very fully discharge his mind of views 
concerning State m atters in extended ex­ 
pression, and since there are so many 
topics proper to be treated in such a docu­ 
ment, it is probable that it grew upon him 
beyond anticipation. 
The recommenda­ 
tions contained in the message should have 
proper reference and lie deliberately and 
fully considered, and either commended, 
modified or rejected, as in the judgm ent of 
the Legislature will best conserve the in ­ 
terests of the people, and more nor less 
than this Governor W aterm an will not 
expect.

but in consequence of appropriations made by I 
law. and upon warrants duly drawn thereon I 
by the Controller; and no money shall ever be 
appropriated or drawn from the State Treasury 
lor the use or benefit of any corporation, associ­ 
ation, asylum, or hospital or any other institu­ 
tion not under the exclusive management and 
voujrol ot the State as a State institution, nor 
shall a .y grant or donation of property ever be 
made thereto by the Slate. 
Now to settle any possible doubt as to 
the constitutional right, let California in­ 
sist upon a separate exhibition under her 
own name, title and supervision. There 
can then be no question concerning the 
right to appropriate for it. W e have here­ 
tofore and at length set forth why Cali­ 
fornia should not exhibit in the classified 
exhibition. 
It is not necessary to repeat 
them now ; they gain force as time ad­ 
vances : they should be pressed upon the 
management of the W orld’s F air and in­ 
sisted upon. 
We must not lose California 
by distribution of her exhibits in a classi­ 
fied scheme. 
We want a collective Cali­ 
fornia exhibition and, if possible, in a Cal­ 
ifornia building. 


T h e new Attorney-General, Mr. Ila rt, 
takes precisely the view advanced by the 
R ecord-U xion concerning the vacancy in 
the Senatorship from Butte. H e holds ex- 
Attorney-Generai Johnson’s ruling to have 
been absurd, and if logical at all, to amount 
to the perpetuation in the Senatorial office 
of whosoever manages to obtain aseat. Un­ 
der the new ruling, the Governor has 
properly called an election to fill the va­ 
cancy. But what a commentary it is upon 
the science of the law, that two Attorney- 
Generals should so widely differ in tho in­ 
terpretation of a simple clause of the 
Constitution, that to the lay mind is as 
plain as a pike-staff. 


M exico proposes in her suggested deci­ 
mal monetary system to abandon the coin 
that is the equivalent of our quarter of a 
dollar. 
We should do the same. 
It has 
no proper place in decimal systems. Our 
silver coins should simply be dimes, dollars 
and half dollars, representing five dimes, 
with a double piece representing two 
dimes, and for convenience the retention 
of the half dime in the iortn of the nickel. 


H e r o d o t u s declared that there were 
dwarfs in Central Africa and impenetrable 
dark forests. 
For many centuries t he 
learned of the world laughed at Herodo­ 
tus. 
But now Stanley comes to the rescue 
of the reputation of a historian, and 
proves th at the old Greek writer knew 
precisely what he was talking about. 


' The K e c o b d -U n io n has already folly 
and emphatically expressed itself con­ 
cernin'; the proposition to clear out the 
State Ireasury to promote a California ex­ 
hibit at the Uhitago W orld’s Fair. There 
is no need for any such enormous sum as 
the enthusiasts in spending other people’s 
money maintain. 
However, that question 
will come up hereafter; it will suffice to 
say that there must be no robbing, no 
scattering of the people's coin. 
W hat is 
necessary to proper aid should be and will 
be appropriated. 
Ju st now the question is 
raised whether any appropriation at all 
can be made under the Constitution, which 
reads: 
No mosey shall be drawn from the Treasury

T h e O p p o rtu n ity N o rth e rn C a lifo rn ia is 
L e ttin g S lip. 
The traveling exhibit sent 
over the 
United States by the State Board of Trade 
is meeting with extraordinary 
success. 
From a recent letter received by William 
H. Mills, Chairman of the Committee of 
“California on Wheels,” from E. B. Smith, 
who is traveling with the exhibit, the fol­ 
lowing is quoted: 
"In Cbicsgo and elsewhere on our route 
we havee been visited by a constant and 
appreciative audience, and our exhibit ex­ 
cites the wonder and admiration of all. It 
is the nature of a revelation, and the ex­ 
pression of a desire to visit a country whicn 
produces such luxuries is almost universal. 
The inquiries that the exhibit call out 
snow how much interest it has excited, 
and cannot help, if we make use of the 
opportunity, to lead to beneficial results. 
The exbihit is constantly filled with in ­ 
telligent spectators, eager"to view the splen­ 
did evidences of California soil, climate 
and productions. 
We make it a point to 
engage in conversation with everv one who 
seems especially interested in what he or 
she sees. 
As a result we have interested 
audiences. The range of questions asked 
is so great that it embraces inquiries on 
the various industries and capabilities of 
our State, showing that the people of the 
East are eager to learn all they can of the 
wonders of our glorious State. There is. 
however, a prevailing impression that all 
the fruit contained in the exhibit is grown 
only in Southern California, aud we find 
considerable difficulty in convincing the 
people that such is not the case. That 
theory, however, is augmented by the fact 
that the only reinforcements of fresh fruits 
that have been sent to the exhibit since it 
left California were sent to us from the 
southern part of the State, while Northern 
California has almost disregarded its inter­ 
ests in that respect. The northern part of 
the State has done but little to make these 
cars attractive—except at the outset. The 
people of Northern California should be 
tmpres.-ed with the necessity of securing 
adequate representation in the exhibit, and 
not give to Southern Calitornia almost the 
entire benefit of this magnificent scheme 
of advertising the diversified products of 
the State.” 
The foregoing is a truthful report of the 
sitnation as expressed by the management 
of “California on Wheels,” and it is to be 
hoped that the people of Northern Califor­ 
nia will not further disregard the constant 
appeals that have oeen made to them by 
the State Board of Trade soliciting exhibits 
of fruits. In this connection it may be well 
to state that anyone desiring to send pack­ 
ages to “California on Wheels” can do so 
free of charge, by mailing same to the Gen­ 
eral Manager of the State Board of Trade 
at San Francisco, who will arrange for im ­ 
mediate delivery to the car at whatever 
point tam e may be stationed. Southern 
California has made it a point to send a 
certain am ount of exhibits every week. 
Thev have not tailed in that work, and the 
people of that section certainly deserve 
commendation for the public spirit and 
enterprise they have shown in the matter. 
Their example is worthy of emulation at 
the hands of the people of the northern 
portion of the State, who are well supplied 
with the facilities wherewith to secure and 
retain a proper representation in the travel­ 
ing exhibit. 
Let the people of Sacramento county 
show their enterprise in this matter by 
sending small boxes of oranges, lemons, 
persimmons, and other semi-tropical pro­ 
ducts to the traveling exhibit. In this con­ 
nection, Eugene J. Gregory, President of 
the State Board of Trade, authorizes us to 
state that he will give personal attention to 
any exhibits that may be sent to his place 
of business, and will guarantee that the 
same will be forwarded without delay to 
“California on Wheela,” and therein re­ 
ceive the recognition to which they are en­ 
titled. This will entail but small effort 
upon exhibitors, while the result will be 
greatly beneficial to the interests of our 
State. Let Sacramento county take the 
initiative in the missionary work, and en­ 
courage the other counties of Northern 
California to profit by the example. 
The space in tha new rooms of the State 
Board of Trade is being rapidly filled with 
exhibits from various portions of the State. 
Sacramento county will be represented by 
a most elaborate exhibit of green and dried 
fruit, cereals, seeds, hops, vegetables, glass 
goods, etc. The rooms will soon present a 
very handsome and attractive appearance, 
the increased space over the former quar­ 
ters offering splendid facilities for arrange­ 
m ent and display of the exhibits.

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OFFICIAL REPOHTS. 


SHOWING THE CONDITION OF THREE 
STATE DEPARTMENTS. 


T he A djutant-G eneral, Stale Board of 
E qualization aod State Printer 
R ender their R eports. 


Three more reports—these of the State 
Board of Equalization, State Printer and 
Adjutant-General—have been issued from 
the State Printing office and distributed 
throughout the State. 
Adjutant-General R. H. Orton issues a 
biennial report concerning the military 
branch of the State Government for the 
fortieth and forty-first fiscal years. 
It 
shows that the National Guard at present 
consists of forty-six companies of infantry, 
eleven companies of artillery armed, 
equipped and drilled as infantry, two light 
batteries of artillery, one company of 
cavalry, and one cadet company—sixty 
full companies and one cadet company, or­ 
ganized into eight regiments, two battal­ 
ions and one unaltached company. The 
force is also organized in six brigades by 
counties, the wuole constituting one di­ 
vision. 
Since the issuance of bis last report, 
companies have been organized in San 
J'iesto, Ventura, Marysville, Red Bluff, 
Redding. Atcaia, Pasadena, Riverside, 
Santa Ana and rsu Francisco, and they 
were assigned to different regiments. 
General Orton reeummends that one 
more compauy be organized and sta­ 
tioned trr Oroville. to be attached to the 
Eighth Battalion of infantry, thus raising 
it to a full regiment. He also advises that 
$10,000 be appropriated by the Legislature 
for the purchase of overcoats for the 
militia. In his remarks concerning the 
benefits derived hr Ihe national guardsmen 
from the annual encampments, and espec­ 
ially when the camp grounds are near 
those of the regular army, General Orion 
quotes the following from an address de­ 
livered by Colonel Turner before the Illi­ 
nois National Guard Association: 
The officers of the regular army can leach us 
how to rapidly construct out ot scant m aterials 
effective cover in the opera field. Wo e’uu teach 
them how to support, on scant appropriations, 
undiscouragc-d jauulionsol e-arue-tmen. They 
can teach us how to bear the privations of cam­ 
paigning. how to put up with discomiort, and, 
olteu with distress. We can teach the m how to 
bear patiently the lack of appreciation on the 
I>art of the public of our earnest effhns tor tne 
nutional goou, how to t>oar slights and ridicule 
wiLhout complaint, and without loss ot self­ 
respect, or any dim inution ot our enthusiasm 
for the serv.ee- 'J iiej < ,u give us m auy a valu- 
ble suggestion in the m ultitudinous minutiae of 
m ilitary instruction. We can give to tiicm 
something "1 the freedom and hr adness which 
comes to the citizen soldier through the un­ 
tram m eled roominess of civil .ite. It would 
beuetlt the regular army further, iu that its en­ 
listed men m ignt mingle for a time with the 
higher grade ol soldiers iu tne National board, 
catch something ot their enthusiasm . and their 
spirit of self sacrilice, their devotiou totheState. 
T hey (the regulars) can teach us much that 
will be of value as to the duties and course ol 
action which an officer should pursue under the 
varying, ofteu difficult, circumstances of m ili­ 
tary lile. We cau give to ihem a knowledge of 
the value of a strong personal intere-t and sym­ 
pathy with the men who come under our com­ 
m and. And each could help the other to a 
fuller realization o’ the iact that the officer is a 
power iu his position tor either good or evil, 
over the lives aud character of the men he 
commands; that it is his prim e and highest 
duty to be a model—an exam ple tor his com­ 
m and iu all that pertains to the Ufe of the sol­ 
dier, the gentleman, the citizen, the patriot. 
STATE BOA BO OF EQUALIZATION. 
The report of this body contains some 
valuable statistics and also a review of the 
work done in the last two fiscal years. The 
Board states that although the mortgaged 
debt of the State has excited attention on 
account of its immensity, yet the /danger 
over the indebtedness is more apparent 
than real. The report says: 
It Is true that in 1890 we have a mortgaged 
debt of a hundred and sixty-elgbt miiffons, 
aud that in 1880 them was only a fraction lets 
than ninety-seven millions. But it must be re­ 
membered that the assess* d value of the real 
estate in 1880 was *460,691 217, while in 1800 it is 
8890,614,U99. In o tter words, the percentage of 
mortgages to the assessed value of the whole 
laud aud improvements assessed in I860 was 
21.01, while iu 1800 it is 18.87, showing a much 
more healthy financial condition. We believe 
the loans made to day m aintain a less ratio to 
the value ot the laud than they did in IssO. In 
18«0 there was a suduen bound into a ■■full cash 
value,” which, iu some localities, exceeded the 
true cash value. Values have settled down per­ 
m anently, and the assessment of l-iyo is below 
the true value of the property. W ithin the 
past decade California has made wonderful 
strides iu m ral industries. She has seen the 
rise and progress of the truit industry .o such 
an extent as to excite the m arvel of lier most 
conservative citizens. Thousands upon thou­ 
sands of acres have been planted to truit trees 
and vines; extensive aud costly improvements 
have been made, the extt nt ot which will be 
exceeded in m agnitude iu the next decade. 
In concluding it* report, the Board say3 
that at no time in the history of the State 
is the necessity more paramount for an in­ 
telligible, ptecise at.d authentic presenta­ 
tion of the industrial resources of the State. 
Private enterprise has done much towards 
attracting immigration to the State, but we 
are deficient in the literature of the subject 
of the resources of the State presented un­ 
der authority. 
OTATE PRINTER’S REPORT. 
State Printer Young's biennial report is 
made up mostly of statements showing the 
amount of work done for the different State 
departments for the past two fiscal years, 
and also the number and value of the 
school books turned out of the office. 
In the two years over $230 000 was ex­ 
pended for work done for the State depart­ 
ments. 
Mr. Young states that the ma­ 
chinery in the office is in good condition 
and capable of performing any work that 
may be demanded of it. The book and 
job rooms have been supplied with new 
type in libe-al quantities. 
Mr. Young aovires tbat a second story be 
bnilt on the storehouse, that the barn be 
remodeled and that a new smoke-stack be 
purchased. A ri capitulation of all the ex­ 
penditures of the various departments 
during the two fiscal years shows :

The Board of Supervisors resumed its 
session yesterday. All the members were 
present. and Chairman Greer presided. 
The matter of the petition of C. W. 
Clarke and others for a new county road in 
Road District No. 18 was taken up, and the 
petitioners spoke in favor of the proposed 
road. 
* 
The report of the viewers fixed the 
width of the proposed road at 35 feet, and 
said it wculd cost the county $700. 
The law flxes the width of county roads 
at 40 feet, so the Supervisors sent for the 
District Attorney for his opinioD. 
In the meantime ex-Countv Surveyor 
Boyd explained that the width of the road 
had been placed at 35 feet so as to preserve 
a row of fruit trees belonging to John 
Crc.fton. 
District Attorney Ryan advised the Board 
that it could amend the viewers' report if 
desirable, or it could adopt or ignore it 
altogether. 
Mr. Crofton, 8ol. Runyon and others 
addressed the Board, some being for and 
others against the proposition. 
After considerable talk it was agreed to 
have the road, and an order to that effect 
was passed Mr. Crofton will be paid for 
his trait trees. 
At the afternoon session of the Board 
Sheriff Stanley addressed the members in 
relation to the feeding of prisoners ia the 
County Jail during the ensuing year. 
This same matter came up lor hearing a 
couple of days ago, and Supervisor Bates 
declared himself as opposed to giving pris­ 
oners more than two meals a day wno did 
not work iu the chain-gang. This had 
been the rule, he said, but it had not been 
lived up to. The Sheriff was usually al­ 
lowed 25 cents a day for feeding prisoners, 
and 124 cents extra for those employed in 
the chain-gang, giving them three meals 
a day. 
Mr. Stanley said yesterday that he had 
looked into the matter thoroughly, and had 
satisfied himself that there were other pris­ 
oners besides those in the chain-gang who 
deserved three meals a day. These pris­ 
oners worked inside the jail, and worked 
as hard, if not harder, than those in the 
chain-gang. Mr. Stanley said these pris­ 
oners should be fed three meals a day, aud 
would be fed, even if he had to pay for 
tbeir extra meals himself. 
After considerable discussion, Mr. Bates 
explained to theSheriff tbat all he was “kick­ 
ing on” was that the bills presented to the 
county did not show tbat the extra meals 
were for others than the chain-gang. Peo­ 
ple had complained to him that twenty- 
live or more persons were being fed as 
members of the chain-gang, when no more 
than seven or eight had ever been seen on 
the streets in the gang. 
Upon Mr. 8tanle; promising to itemize 
his bills properly, Mr. Bates 'moved that 
the rate for feeding prisoners be fixed at 25 
cents a day for all prisoners and 124 cents 
a day extra for those employed either in 
the jail or in the chain-gang. The motion 
was adopted. 
The reports of County Treasurer Hun- 
toon and License Collector Dolan were re­ 
ceived. 
An order was received from the Superior 
Court calling for the drawiDg of 40u trial 
jurors and 100 Grand Jurors from the body 
cf the county.

UNITED STATES SENATOR. 
L elan d Stanford th e U nanim ous C hoice 
of th e C aucus. 
There was a joint caucus of the Repub­ 
lican members of both branches of the 
Legislature last night, held for the purpose 
of agreeing upon a candidate for United 
States Senator to succeed Senator Stanford. 
The caucus was held in the Assembly' 
chamber, and there were eighty-four mem­ 
bers present. Senator Heacock was chosen 
to preside, and in nominating him Speaker 
Coombs made remarks complimentary to 
Senator Stanford. 
Senator Carpenter of Loa Angeles placed 
Leland Stanford in nomination, in a brief 
but fervid speech. 
Ou the call of the roll all present voted 
for Mr. Stanford, except Assemblyman 
Hunnewell of Mono, wha cast his vote for 
W. W. Morrow. Before the result was de­ 
clared, however, he moved to make the 
vote unanimous for Senator Stanford. 
It was explained by a friend of Mr. 
Hunnewell, after the caucus adjourned, 
that during the campaign that geBtleman 
had promised some of his constituents that 
he would vote for Mr. Morrow if elected. 
DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS. 
The Democratic members of the Legisla­ 
ture beid a joint caucus id the State 
Library. The Dibble apportionment bill 
was discussed, but no action taken thereon.

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JURY-BRIBEES CREIGHTON AND NOB- 
THEY PARDONED. 


G overnor W aterm an T hinks T hey w ere 
M ore Sinned A gainst than Sinning 
—O ther P ardons—E tc. 


Governor Waterman clapped the climax 
in his career as Chief Executive of the 
State of California yesterday by isauing four 
pardons and fivecommutations. The mcst 
important of his official acts were the free­ 
ing of Daniel J. Creighton and Frank T. 
Northev, the notorious San Francisco jury 
bribers. 
These cases excited more atiention from 
the public at the time of the trials than al­ 
most any other topic. Robert Morrow, Jas. 
L. McCord, “Dick” Creighton aDd Frank 
Northey were each charged with felony in 
bribing a jury to bring in a verdict for a 
very small amount of damages, in a suit in 
which the Sutter Street Cable Company 
were the defendants and a widow named 
Mrs. Woods the plaintiff. Her husband 
had been killed by beiGg run over by a 
cable car and she instituted suit for heavy 
damages. Morrow was a prominent stock­ 
holder in the company, and McCord, who 
is now dead, was the Superintendent. The 
trial resulted in the conviction of only 
Creighton and Northey, and they were sen­ 
tenced to five and nine years imprison­ 
ment, respectively, in San (jaeutin. 
Alter Creighton had been found guilty 
he deserted his bondsmen, aud went to 
Mexico aud thence to Australia. Alter ab­ 
senting himself fur nearly two years, he re­ 
turned to Honolulu, and from there sailed 
to Victoria. Snortly afterward he gave 
himself up to the authorities. In grant­ 
ing his pardon, the Governor uses these 
reasons: 
WHY HE DID IT. 
“It is my sincere and honest belief that 
Creighton is less guilty of the offense of 
wuicb he was convicted than others im­ 
plicated with him who have never been 
brought to justice, and I think the pun­ 
ishment he has already received is suffi­ 
cient for his wrung doing. He bears the 
reputation of being a great big-hearted boy 
who "was always rtady to help a friend; in­ 
dustrious, sober, of griod family, and uni­ 
versally a favorite. Judge J. T. Sullivan, 
iu a personal latter to me, earnestly re­ 
quests the pardon, believing, as he says, 
that justice has been fully subserved. His 
petition is signed by eleven of the jurors 
(the twelfth being dead); by E. B. Stone- 
hill. the prosecuting District Attorney; W. 
C. Graves, ex-Assistant District Attorney: 
Judge Walter H. Levy, George Flournoy, 
Jr., A. T. Spotts, Robert J. Tobin. Judge 
Adams of San Luis Obispo, anil hundreds 
of prominent citizens and business men of 
San Francisco. 1 am also in receipt to day 
of a strong petition signed by fifty-nine of 
the Senators and Assemblymen of the 
present Legislature.” 
THE CASE OF NORTHEY. 
In pardoning Northey the Governor 
says; 
"The same reasons influence me in 
granting this pardon as in the case of 
Creighton. Both are young men, 25 years 
of age, and were convicted of crimes of 
which others were really guilty, and they 
were the mere instruments. Northev’s pe­ 
tition is signed by eight of the jurors, W. 
H. L. Barnes, D. L. Farnsworth, A. W. 
Scott, D. A. McDonald, O. F. Willey, T. J. 
Bass, Bryan Diggins, David Stearn and 
sons, Charles J. Haggerty, C. S. Crittenden, 
Thomas B. Cunningham, T. H. McLaine, 
C. F. Bassett, M. P. Holmes, R. C. Diggins, 
Louis Bendell, George Childs, John D. 
Siebe, E F. Preston, D. O. B. Henarieand 
many other equally prominent citizens of 
San Francisco; also a petition signed by 
fifty-nine Senators and Assembiymen of 
the present Legislature.” 
YOUNG HARRY EDWARDS. 
A p a rd o D was also granted to Harry 8- 
Edwards, who was convicted of forgery in 
San Francisco in March, 1890, and sen­ 
tenced to two years' imprisonment. The 
reasons are given as follows: 
“Edwards is a young man, 20 years of 
age, of good family, and thin is his first 
offense. His former employer is again de­ 
sirous of employing him, in order to give 
him an opportunity to regain his former 
standing in the business and social com­ 
munity. With this understanding I grant 
the pardon.” 
U F E TIM ER JOHN CLARKE. 
Another convict named John Clarke was 
also giv. n his freedom. He was convicted 
of murder in Santa Clara county in De­ 
cember. 1886, and sentenced to life impris­ 
onment. 
SENTENCES COMMUTED. 
The commutations issued were five in 
number, four of them being to life-timers, 
and issued as follows: 
Wong Ah Ngow. convicied of murder in 
San Francisco July, 1880, and sentenced to 
life imprisonment: commuted to twenty 
years. 
Ah Kim, sentenced for life from Tehama 
county in April, 1879, on a charge of mur­ 
der; commuted to twemv years. 
Alfred and Albert Quackenbush, con­ 
victed of murder in Sonoma county in 
April and July, 1881, respectively, and 
ordered to prison for life; commuted to 
twenty years. 
Fidele Bezv, sentenced to life imprison­ 
ment for murder in Fresno county in Feb­ 
ruary, 1886; commuted to ten years. The 
Governor says: “The prisoner being a for­ 
eigner, not understanding the language in 
which he was addressed, was at a great 
disadvantage and thereby in his an­ 
swers 
seriously criminated 
himself.’ 
His petition for executive clemency 
is 
indorsed 
by 
the 
very 
best 
people in his district, the Judge who sen­ 
tenced him, the jurors who convicted him 
and the law officers who prosecuted him. 
His sentence is commuted to ten years.’ 
Charles Gerhow, convicted of murder in 
the second degree in San Francisco in 
October, 1887. and sentenced to thirty-four 
years; commuted to ten years. The fol­ 
lowing reasons are assigned: “I fully be­ 
lieve that Gerhow should not have been 
convicted of the above-named crime, as 
the facts presented to me do not warrant 
such a verdict. I think manslaughter and 
a term of ten years would have been suffi­ 
ciently severe, and to this end I grant the 
commutation."

At 12 
o'clock m . the Legislature will meet in 
Joint Convention to iuauaurate the new 
Governor and Lieutenant-Governor. The 
ceremony will take place in the Assembly 
Chamber, Colonel Markham’s recent ill­ 
ness rendering it inadvisable for him to 
expose himself for so long a '.ime in the 
open air.

At yesterday's consultation between the 
Senate and Assembly Inaugural Commit­ 
tees, Adjutant-General Orton suggtstc-d that 
the military form in front of Governor 
Markham's residence, aud preseut arms 
when he appeared. The Governor should 
then proceed in a carriage to the Capitol 
building, the four militaiy companies ac­ 
companying him, preceden by a baud.
